LIQUOR INFLUENCE 
WINNER IN HOUSE? 


Footprints of Brewers Said to 
Be Obvious on Field 
of Battle. 


TAMMANY LASH STINGS. 


Charles Murphy’s Strong Arm Is 
Alleged to Have Driven New 
Yorkers Into Line. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.}]— 
Suspicious footprints were today found upon 


yesterday's battlefield in the house, and it 
was evident that there was a hidden foe in 
the fierce fighting that took place over the 
attempt of the Republican insurgents to 
thwart the adoption of the old house rules. 
Investigation makes it absolutely certain 
that the shoes which stamped the impres- 
sions were worn by the brewery and liquor 
interests of the country. To these influences 
Joseph G. Cannon can return his thanks for 


complete and utter rout at the hands of the 
insurgents and Democrats. Through Charles 
F. Murphy, the Tammany chieftain of New 
York, the brewers issued their commands. 
There was many a smarting shoulder in the 
house today due to the swish and bite of the 
Tammany whip during the forty-eight hours 
previous. And it was apparent that the 
liquor interests the country over werebring- 
ing lots of influence to bear. The three Dem- 
ocrats from Chicago came in for their share 
of pressure. One succumbed. James T. Me- 


his vote on the resolution to adopt the old 
rules and voted with the Republicans to 
adopt Whe Fitzgerald amendments.

Sabath Sticks to Regulars.

Cannon Pays His Debts.

Speaker Cannon doled out memberships on 
the two most important committees and 
failed not to remember those who had aided 
him yesterday in his hour of dire trouble and 
distress. Fitzgerald, amid the groans and 
hisses of his Democratic colleagues, was re- 
warded with a place on the powerful rules 
committee. Broussard ‘of Louisiana, who 
voted steadily with the Cannon forces yester- 
day, went to the ways and means, from 
where he hopes to be a factorin maintaining 
the present tariff on sugar and rice. Fran- 
eis Burton Harrison, who heard Murphy's 
teeth gnashing over the long distance tele- 
phone from New York and who voted accord- 
ingly with Fitzgerald, also was given a place 
on the ways and means committee. 

Then came more hisses from the Demo- 
crats, during which Speaker Cannon was 
naively accused by the galleries of deliver- 
ing. In a scathing sentence ordering them 
to desist he whipped the Democrats over the 
shoulders of the sightseers above. With the 
only three Democratic appointments to be 
made on important committees at the spe- 
cial session going to insurgent Democrats, 
members who had gayly voted with the Re- 
publicans yesterday and who had later in the 
afternoon snapped their fingers at an at- 
tempt to discipline them in caucus, there was 
brimstone and “cussing” on the minority 
side.

Col. George W. Goethals, chairman 
of the isthmian canal commission, made it 
known yesterday that the president is anx- | 
ious to clear up all doubts that exist in the 
minds of the public on the advisability of 
building a lock type rather than a sea level 
canal. and to put a stop, if possible, to the 
croakings of uninformed or malicious critics. 

The paper Col. Goethals read yesterday be- 
fore the Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
was written at thedirection of President Taft 
and was reviewed by him before it was made 
public. | 

It was my intention to give an informal 
talk and to answer questions,” said Col. 
Goethals as he rose after being introduced by 
La Verne W. Noyes, president of the associa- 
tion. But I was directed by the president 
to prepare a paper which would give an ex- 
haustive review of the work so far as it has 
progressed as an answer to the criticisms 
which have been made.“ 

With this introduction Col. Goethals pro- 
ceeded to the reading of his paper, the text 
of which was illustrated by lantern slides por- 
traying scenes along the entire work, partic- 
ular emphasis being laid on the Gatun dem.

Culebra Cut Widened. 


“A second change is the widening of the 
four and a half miles of Culebra cut to a 
width of 300 feet at the bottom. This was 
done by executive order and was not made 
on the recommendation of the commission. 

„A third change is the location of the 
breakwaters in Colon Harbor. The neces- 
sity for these breakwaters was made ap- 
parent in the latter part of January, when a 
storm of some magnitude seriously interfered 
with shipping. 

Both the majority and minority of the 
board of consulting engineers considered 
Gatun a suitable location for a dam; the 
former adopted it for the typical lock canal 
used for comparison with the sea level canal, 
the latter for the 85 foot summit level canal. 
The minority, however, feared the existence 
of an underground flow in case of the higher 
dam, but investigations have failed to dis- 
close any. The great mass of underlying 
material is not sandy and gravelly de- 
posits as was supposed. but a mixture of 
these materials so firmly cemented together 
with clay as to make the strata in which 
they occur impervious to water. 


Gatun Inquiry Exhaustive. 

“I venture the statement, without fear of 
contradiction, that the site of no public or 
private work of any kind has received such 
a thorough and exhaustive examination and 
investigation as the foundation of the dam 
and locks at Gatun. 

The estimated cost by the present com- 
mission for completing the adopted project, 
excluding the items let out by the board of 
consulting engineers, is placed at $297,766, - 
000. If to this be added the estimated cost 
of sanitation and civil government until the 
completion of the work, and the $50,000,000 
purchase price, the total cost to the United 
States. of the lock type of canal will amount 
to $375,201,000. 

2 e estimated cost of the sea level canal 
for construction alone sums up to $477,601,- 
000, and if to this be added the cost of sani- 
tation and civil government up to the time 
of the completion of the canal, which would 
be at least six years later than the lock 
canal, and the purchase price, the total cost 
to the United States would aggregate $563,- 
000,000.“ K 


REPORT ON CANAL PUBLISHED. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[ Special. 1 
A complete review of the work that has been 
done on the Panama canal and a defense of 
the lock type is contained in a report pre- 
pared by Lieut. Col. Goethals and made pub- 
lic today. The report contains practically 
the same information as given by Col. 
Goathale th a paper which he read in Chicago 
today. 

One point was covered in the report which 
was not extensively touched upon in the 
paper. This regarded the land “slips,” 
which opponents of the lock type say im- 
peril the canal. Col. Goethals tells of all 
the “slips which have occurred, none of 
which, he says, was more than loca! in char- 
acter or which interfere to any extent with 
the work.

LEISHMAN WILL GO TO ROME. 


Michigan Senators Sueceed in Holding 


O’Brien at Tokio, 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[ Special. ]— 
Richard C. Kerens, the well known St. Louis 
politician and Republican leader, it is an- 
nounced, is to be given the ambassadorship 
to Austria-Hungary. Mr. Kerens has been 
active in politics for years and has always 
been a liberal contritytor to campaign funds, 
but this will be the first office of any impor- 
tanee he has ever held. 

The important post of ambassador to Italy 
has been disposed of to John G. Leishman, 
who has represented the United States at 
Constantinople for several years. Secretary 
Knox let the news concerning the change be 
known today in order to end queries con- 
cerning the place, it generally having been 
supposed that some new diplomatic talent 
would be introduced in that quarter. 


O’Brien Retains His Post. 

It was also given out here today that 
Thomas J. O’Brien of Michigan would remain 
at Tokio as ambassador to Japan, Senators 
Smith and Burrows of Michigan having 
asked it. This changes the course of the ru- 
mor concerning the appointment of Oscar 
Straus, late secretary of commerce and labor, 
to @ position abroad. It is now believed Mr. 
Straus will be given the Turkish ministry. 
Having ved at Constantinople in previous 
years, he ig familiar with the characteristics 
of the sultan's government. 

It has been definitely decided by President 
Taft to make no change in the ambassador- 
ships at London and Paris for a period of at 
least six months. 

It is now known that Charles Dewey Hilles 
of Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., is to be assistant sec- 
retary of the treasury, to succeed Beekman 
Winthrop. The appointment is accredited to 
NatlonabCommitteeman Ward of New York. 


Durant to Succeed Crum. 

President Taft today appointed Edward 
W. Durant Jr. to be collector of customs at 
Charleston, S. C., to succeed Dr. William D. 
Crum. As the only objection to Dr. Crum 
was based upon the fact that he Is a negro, 
it is presumed that Mr. Durant's nomination 
will be confirmed. 

R. B. Creager of Texas was named to be 
collector at the port of Brazos. Mr. Creager 
gras nominated for this position during the 
last session, but his nomination failed of 
confirmation because of the objection of Sen- 
ator Balley. 

Among the nominations sent to the senate 
today was that of John C. Young to be post- ‘ 
master at Portland. Ore., and his confirma- 
tion in executive session followed within ten 
minutes after it was received.

Sergeant of Rurales, Seeking 


a Captainey, Leads Squad 


in Revolution. 


GENERAL 


President Gomez Hastens to Sup- 
press Uprising Against His 
New Government. 


HAVANA. March 16.—The first armed up- 
rising against the new Cuban republic oc- 
curred last night within a little more than 
six weeks after. the inauguration of Gen. 
Gomez as president. 

How serious the movement is it ts impos- 
sible to determine at present, all that is 
known being that a sergeant of the rural 
guard, stationed at the town of Vueltas, in 
Santa province, with a party of seven 
men, some other members of the rural guard, 
and a number of peasants, taok to the woods, 
and that the troops are in active pursuit. 

While the movement apparently is unim- 
portant numerically, all indications point to 
the fact that it is part ofa con- 
spiracy, the nature ‘of which is indicated by 
a dispatch received here this afternoon, 
which stated that a special train carrying a 
detachment of the rura! guard under com- 
mand of-Maj. Gen. Monteagudo was proceed- 
ing as quickly as possible for Vueltas. 

Sergeant Would Be a Captain. 

News of the rising reached the palace at 
a late hour last night, but was suppressed 
until this afternoon, when, according to the 
first account, it appeared that a sergeant and 
seven of the rural guards had mutinied and 
deserted from a post near Vueltas. 

Later an official statement was given out 
to the effect that Sergeant Cortes and seven 


men had started an insurrectionary move- 
ment, the motive for which, it was officially 


declared, was the refusal of the government 
to give Cortes a commission as captain in 
the regular army. 

President Gomez declared his intention of 
instantly suppressing the rising and making 
an example of all concerned. He ordered the 
rapid concentration of troops in the vicinity 
of Vueltas for the purpose of surrounding 
the fugitives. Orders were issued to the 
troops to take no prisoners if they encoun- 
tered resistance and not to cease the pursuit 
until all had been killed or pacifically cap- 
tured, 


Rural Guard in Conspiracy. 

Later it was learned that a conspiracy had 
been unearthed in which the rural guard was 
implicated. At Placetas a former captain of 
the rural guard, Lavastida by name, and at 
Vueltas, Corporal Richardo and two civilians 
were argested on the charge of complicity in 
the insurrectionary movement. The district 
where the trouble has occurred is strongly 
Liberal, Santa Clara being the home prov- 
ince of President Gomez, of which he for- 
merly was governor. 

All the participants in the’fising are re- 
ported to be Liberals of the Miguelista fac- 
tion, among whom it is know there recently 
has been widespread dissatisfaction over the 
distribution of offices. Sefior Castellanos, 
the president's secretary, said this evening 
that this doubtless was the cause of the dis- 
turbance, to which the government attached 
little importance, being satisfied that the 
movement was weak and sporadic, and that 
the prompt capture of the fugitives could be 
regarded as certain. 


Facts Indicate Greater Trouble. 

However, the dispatch of troops from Ha- 
vana under command of a major general to 
a point twelve hours distant from the cap- 
ital is taken as an indication that the situa- 
tion possibly is more serious than the gov- 
ernment is willing to admit. There is no dt- 
rect news from, the district, as the govern- 
ment controls the wires. 

It has been known for some time that the 
discipline in the rural guard has been great- 
ly impaired. This has been particularly 
marked since the withdrawal of the Amer- 
ican officers and since the recent attempt to 
draft its members into the regular army. 
which resulted in a mutinous demonstration 
a short time ago in front of the palace in 
Havana. 

Rumora are current that Col. Vallo, who 
recently was dismissed from the rural guard, 
has risen in Oriente at the head of 200 men, 


but it is doubtful if there is any truth in this. . 


Stocks on the Havana exchange fell sev- 
eral points this afternoon on receipt of the 
news of the trouble at Vueltas.

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CLELAND IN ESTATE TANGLE 


Legality of Distribution of $40,- 
000 to Heirs Questioned. 


SUIT TO SETTLE THE POINT. 


i 


Bond of $90,000 Will Prevent Any 
Possible Loss in the Case. 


Whether Judge McKenzie Cleland of the 
Munictpal court acted without sound legal 
authority in distributing about $40,000 of the 
$95,000 estate of the late Peter A. George is 
one of the questions to be determined tomor- 
row before Probate Judge C. S. Cutting. 

Public Administrator John F. Devine, repre- 
sented by the law firm of Gardner. Stern & 
Anderson, has filed a petition asking that 
Judge Cleland be deposed from the position of 
administrator and that the place be given to 
the public administrator. 

If the contentions of Mr. Devine, which 
are based on the claim that Mr. George was 
without next of kin having legal residence in 
Illinois at the time of his death, are upheld, it 
will be up io Judge Cleland to turn back 
the entire estate, including what he has dis- 
tributed. The judge is bonded for $90,000 by 
the Title Guarantee and Surety company. 


Question of Legal Residence. 

Mr. George, who was a builder. lived at 95 
Forty-fourth street, and was unmarried. 
He died on Feb. 11 last. The heirs included 
David D. K. George and James George, 
brothers, and Elizabeth K. King, Jane Hut- 
son. and Christina C. Lombard, sisters, None 
of the heirs were living in IIlinois at the time 
of the death, according to the bill of the 
public administrator. 

The bill sets up that on Feb. 15, 1908, David 
D. K. George filed an application for letters 
of administration to be granted to Judge 
Cla@and, who was an old acquaintance of the 
family. It is alleged in the bill that at the 
time of the death David D. K. George wasa 
resident of Andes, N. Y. Furthermore, it is 
alleged that at the time he made application 
for the letters of administration he was not a 
bona fide resident of Illinois. The residence 
of David D. K. George in Illinois began, ac- 
cording to the complainant, after the death 
of his brother. when he came to Chicago from 
New York to take up his residence in his 
dead brother’s house. On Feb. 26 the public 
administrator filed the bifl which is scheduled 
to come up for hearing tomorrow. On March 
9 heirship was entered. 


Vain Search for the Bills. 

Judge Cleland last night said he had filed 
a reply to the bill of the public administrator. 
but a reporter who investigated the files 
at the Probate court was unable to find either 
ot the bills referred to, although-the case 
was spread upon the docket and the index. 

Henry L. Stern of the law firm spoke with 
reluctance about the case and said in his 
opinion it might be settled before it comes up 
in court. 

“Tt is a nice point of law,” he said. “If 
Judge Cleland has paid out anything and It is 
decided that Mr. Devine is the proper ad- 
ministrator, it is well secured by bonds.” 

‘Yes, I have distributed about $40,000 to 
neirs,”’ said Judge Cleland, who believes he is 
the legitimate administrator. My bond is 
big enough to secure everything and,anyway, 
1 am secured by bonds given by the s- 
tributees, who have agreed to return any 
money tha? may be given to them in the event 
that it 1s needed for the payment of debts or 
for other legal purposes. In tne event ofa 
aecision in favor of the public administrator 
1 do not think that I would meet with any 
trouble. It is simply a point of law.“

WOMAN KIDNAPS LITTLE BOY. 


Five Year Old Son of Attorney L. 
M. Ackley Is Abducted. 


ALL DEPOTS ARE WATCHED. 


Police Expect to Prevent Taking of 
Child Out of the City. 


Lemuel Ackley, 5 year old son of L. M. 
Ackley, an attorney whoa lives at 2631 North 
Forty-fourth avenue, was kidnaped at 9:30 
o'clock last night by a woman. 

The kidnaping was reported to the police 
by William M. Gager, a clerk of the Mu- 
nicipal court, and, though more than a 
score of detectives were put at work on the 
case immediately, their efforts up to 2 
o’clock this morning proved unavailing. 

The motive for the kidnaping has not been 
explained to the police. The parents of the 
child were absent from their residence, as 
was also Mr. Gager, presumably searching 
for the missing boy. 


Accompanied by a Man. 
It is said the woman who took the child 
away was accompanied byaman. How pos- 
session of the boy was obtained was not told 


by Mr. Gager. 

The presumption of the police is that the 
kidnapers intend to leave the city and detec- 
tives are watching every outgoing train. 

A half dozen policemen were sent to the 
Union station as soon as the disappearance 

’of the child was reported and a like number 
was posted at the La Salle and Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad stations by direction of Lieut. 
Samuel Collins of the Irving Park police 
station. Every woman accompanied by a 
child who appeared to answer the description 
of the missing boy was questioned, but with- 
out result. 

Many Join in the Hunt. 

The father of the kidnaped boy has resided 
in Austin for a number of years and is well 
known in that neighborhood. He has offices 
at 125 Clark street. 

The theory of the police is that the kidnap- 
ing of the child was witnessed by some one 
who informed the parents and that they 
started in search of the kidnapers without 
notifying the police, leaving that task for 
Mr. Gager. The latter is a neighbor of the 
Ackleys. He lives at 2697 North Forty-second 
avenue. 

At 2:30 o'clock details from every police 
station in the city had joined the hunt for the 
missing boy and it is believed that it will be 
impossible for the kidnapers to leave the city 
with him without being detected.

HER ATTORNEY BARRED. 


Woman Angrily Asserts She Has 
No Chance of Obtaining Jus- 
tice from Accusers. 


The Rev. A. T. Horn of the Oakland Meth- 
odist Episcopal church notified ten prominent 
Methodists yesterday that they would com- 
prise the jury to try Mrs. Mary Lavender 
upon charges of improper conduct with the 
Rev. John D. Leek and with lying regard- 
ing the matter. 

When these jurors meet in the Woodlawn 
Park church tomorrow to hear the evidence, 
four of them will be challenged by Mrs. Lav- 
ender upon various grounds. Her decision 
to question the qualifications of the jurors is 
another indication that the trial will be ex- 
citing.

Attorney Barred from Trial. 

The letter notified her that the trial would 
begin tomorrow afternoon. It contained a 
copy of the charges as made by Mr. and Mrs.

Crawford. and a list of the jurors. It closed 
“with a statement that Mrs. Lavender would 
not be permitted to have the services of coun- 
ge] unless the attorney was a member of the 
Methodist church. 

Mrs. Lavender's friends at once met for a 
conference in the office of her attorney, G. F. 
Ort. The more the list of jurors was studied 
the more indignant Mrs. Lavender became. 

"“Why, what can I hope from à trial before 
these men?“ she asked. Most of them 
are personal friends of my accuser, the Rev. 
Mr. Crawford, and then there are other rea- 
sons that I may haye objections to some of 
them. It looks to meas if 1 was to have no 
chance. now that they are trying to compel 
me to go to the trial without my counsel 
and with jurors I believe were picked by Mr. 
Crawford.“ 

It was decided that four of the jurors would 
de challenged and other challenges may be 
made. Beyond the question of the acquaint- 

‘ance of some of the jurors with Mr. Crawford 
Mrs. Lavender did not wish her reasons for 
challenges to be made known. 


Declares Charges Incomplete. 

Mr. Ort was angered by the announcement 
that he would not be allowed to represent 
Mrs. Lavender. He declared the copy of the 
charges sent to her was incomplete and did 
not agree with the copy that will be presented 
at the trial. 

He states that many dates of alleged mis- 
conduct with the Rev. Mr. Leek are missing.

Nothing could be more secret and mys- 
terious than the way these church people are 
entering into the trial of my ellent.“ said 
Attorney Ort. “ In the Methodist church here 
in Chicago.there is a little inner circle, and 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford. the Rev. Mr. Tilroe.

Crawford Amazed by Protest. 


When the Rev. Mr. Crawford was told of 
Mrs. Lavender’s charges that she was not 
getting fair play, he expressed amazement.

Her idea 
that I might have had anything to do with 
selecting the jury is entirely false. I think

Brother of United States Senator 
‘Passes Away at His Peoria Home, 
Aged 70 Years. ; 


Peoria, III., March 16.—[Special.}—Henry 
Clay Cullom, aged 70 years, brother of United 
States Senator Shelby M. Cullom, died today 
at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. G. H. 
Schimpff, 216 North Perry street. Death 
followed an illness of ten days due to a 
paralytic stroke. . 

Mr. Cullom was born on April 1, 1839, near 
Deer Creek in Tazewell county and was the 
son of Richard M. and Elizabeth Cullom.

Back to Their Homes. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 16.—[Special.}— 
No more penniless consumptives will be re- 
ceived in Los Angeles county from eastern 
states. Representatives of all the charit- 
able organizations and institutions in Los 
Angeles county assembled in general con- 
ference in the chamber of commerce today 
and voted to put up the bars. é 

Formal notice was served on charitable 
organizations and physicians all oVer the 
United States that the indigents in ad- 
vanced stages of tuberculosis, if shipped to 
Los Angeles county, will be promptly sent 
back to the points whence they came. 


Object to Indigents Only. 

We have nothing to say about people who 
are able to support themselves coming here 
with disease, said H. W. Frank, who intro- 
duced the resolution, but we object to other 
communities sending us sufferers who are 
penniless and dying. Ohio, for instance, 
would have no right to declare that it would 
abolish ite prisons and send all criminals 
to California in the future.“ 

About fifty representatives of charitable 
societies in the county were present at the 
conference, which was called to consider 
and discuss a number of questions relating 
to charity. 


No Heartlessness in Action. 

There is nothing heartlegs or selfish about 
the action proposed,” said Dr. George H. 
Kress, who presided. ‘‘ The treatment of 
tuberculosis in recent years has demon- 
strated that it can be cured as easily and as 
quickly in the eastern states as it can in 
southern California. In fact, in the ad- 
vanced stages, the patient stands a much 
better chance at home among his friends and 
surrounded by home comforts than he does 
in a strange land among strangers, where he 
is often short of funds and compelled to en- 
dure hardships that come from poverty. 

“I think that the majority of people who 
are sent here in the last Stages of the disease 
come without sufficient funds to care for 
themselves properly. Sooner or later they 
are bound to become charges upon the coun- 
ty, and it is therefore a question whether 
this commypnity shall be obliged to bear the 
burden of caring for the consumptives of the 
entire country. We must protect ourselves, 
and this seems the only thing we can do.“

Only 31,398 names of voters were placed 
upon the registry books yesterday. The re- 
guilt of a strenuous day of activity by polit- 
foal organization workers, Republican and 
Democratic, was a tremendous surprise to 
political leaders and they were at a loss to 
explain the situation. The registration is the 
smallest on record for the single day spring 

tration. 

Adding the newly registered names to the 
pumber on the lists after the revision of 
last October, a total of 440,829 is shown. Re- 
yision day is Saturday and election board 
officials believe many more names will be 
erased then than were added and that the 
total after revision will be not far frem 


875,000. 
~ Calculations of political managers who had 
figured upon a heavy turnout of voters went 
gadly awry. 

First Ward Leads the Others. 

The First ward led all the rest in the size 
of the figures, due largely to the efforts of 
Ald. Kenna, who is a candidate for re- 
election. He offered a hand signed, gilt 
edged, and perfumed reward of merit card 
to every precinct man who added five names 
to the First ward rolls of voters. The result 
was a total of 1.753 names added, capturing 
the city record and making up in part for 
the heavy slump which the First ward ex- 
perienced at last fall's registration. 

The Twenty-seventh was second on the list 
with 1477 new registrations: Both parties 
claim the benefit. The three cornered alder- 
manic fight in the ward is responsible to 
extra efforts. The Thirty-fourth was a 
shade behind the Twenty-seventh, showing 
1,429 additions. There is a hot aldermanic 
battle on in that ward. 

Returns from the Third ward indicate that 


_ «the voters are not greatly interested in the 
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battle which is on against Ald. Foreman. 
Prophecies had been that the registration 
in the Third would eclipse all marks. The 
complete figures are 1,347 for the ward. 


Light Registry in Lake View. 

The Seventh and the Twenty-fifth Wards 
were almost on & par in the number of addi- 
tions. The Hyde Park territory showed 1,155 
and Lake View came through with 1,047. The 
reports from the Twenty-fifth surprised 

everybody. who had looked or a heavy regis- 
tration there. 

The Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth 
wards were far below grade in their show- 
ing. In the Tenth, for instance, 192 names 

went down as against 728 one yearago. The 

* Elghteenth, John Brennan's ward, and the 
Nineteenth, Ald. Powers’ territory, were dark 
pots from the point of view of the Demo- 
¢Cratic,.managers. 

The north side Republican organizations, 
responding to the leadership of Mayor Busse, 
came through with a registration better than 
the average. Town of Lake wards were re- 
ported satisfactorily to the Republican lead- 
ers. 

In many of the precincts only three or four 
names went to the books. Many voters went 
to the polling places to see that they were 
properly registered, fearing the changing of 
precinct lines and the transferring of names 
from the old books to the new had cut them 
off by mistake.

Chieago Legislators Think Sena- 
tor Will. Be Chosen Soon. 


HOPKINS SURE HE’LL WIN. 


Blame for Long Tie-Up Placed on 
Speaker Shurtleff’s Cabinet. 


The Chicago membets of the legislature 
departed for Springfield last night in a frame 
of mind which indicates a decided willingness 
to decide the senatorship contest today or to- 
morrow. Albert. Hopkins and Gov. Deneen 
traveled together and it is not a breach of 
confidence to say that both gentlemen expect 
the toga to be replaced on Mr. Hopkins’ 
shoulders within the next forty-eight hours. 

Before the evening trains carried out the 
capital-bound politicians the charge issued 
directly from Hopkins headquarters that ihe 
real and vital reason for the prolonged dead- 
lock has been kitten-foot endeavor by 
Speaker Shurtleff's cabinet to obtain an iron- 
clad, near oathbound organization of sev- 
enty-seven house members who will stand to- 
gether on any and all matters of legislation 
during the present session of the general as- 
sembly. 

The past tense was used by the Hopkins 
cohorts in speaking of the matter, due to the 
belief that the scheme for a legislative close 
corporation has been smashed to smither- 
eens. 

See Smashup of Deadlock. 

On the same assumption that the two 
months’ campaign on the part of the Shurt- 
leff heutenants to frame up the combina- 
tion has failed, the Hopkins people now be- 
lieve that the deadlock is on the verge of a 
smashup. 

According to the information at the dis- 
posal of the Hopkins managers, the Shurtleff 
combination, which is believed to be on the 
cooling ‘board, was planned as a thorough- 

ing and effective organization which would 
have resulted in making Mr. Shurtleff a 
speaker with a majority of his house be-

This declaration, 
when it reached the ears of the Hopkins peo- 
ple, was investigated thoroughly, and the 
statement was made in the afternoon that 
seventy-one at the outside figure was the 
maximum strength of the préposed combina- 
tion, being six short of the constitutional ma- 
jority of seventy-seven necessary to pass 
bills. 


As Viewed by Politicians. 

It is evident to the politicians that such a 
proposition as the one suggested would mean 
all kinds of spectacular possibilities during 
the present session of the legislature. An 
effective coalition of Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats could make nasty faces at Gov. De- 
neen and his administration measures, hang 
up the pet bills of the esteemed senate until 
the senators cared to do business on the 
terms of the seventy-seven, practically dic- 
tate the provisions of the deep waterway 
legislation, and cut up didoes generally. The 
skilled in the game readily appreciate the 
advantage which might accrue to such a 
proposition in process of framing by delay- 
ing the election of a senator thus long. 


No Prophecies by Hopkins. 

Mr. Hopkins personally made no prophe- 
cies during the day concerning the probable 
end of the deadieck.

“I am satisfied that I 
will be elected in due and proper time. Iam 
as certain of that as one can be of anything. 
The opposition has nearly run its course 
The Republicans who are for me will stand 
to the finish.

Many folks of prominence and importance 
who arrived in Springfield tonight, have 
things to do in connection with these, the 
last of Mr. Hopkins’ supreme efforts. Gov.

Republican State Chairman Roy O. West 
who has been forgetting the senatorial situ- 
ation on Callfornia’s coral strand. Mr. West, 
although devoutly wishing that Mr. Deneen 
himself should be elected United States sen- 
ator, has been broight along to deliver Hyde 
Park members of the Band of Hope to 
Mr. Hopkins.

From the anti-Hopkins point of view, the 
feature of the situation which admittedly 
is the worst is the discontent of the anti- 
Hopkins members of the Band of Hope. 
They are extremely disturbed by the course 
to which the house organization has commit- 
ted itself, and every ti they consider the 
Hon. John J. McLaughIM, democrat, at the 
head of the important corporation commit- 
tee of the house they wish to rush off im- 
mediately and vote a million votes for Albert 
J. Hopkins. They do not like Mr. Hopkins 
now any more than they did at the beginning 
of the session, and their opinions regardl 
his statesmanship have not changed. 

They merely are disturbed in the spirit 
and full of sorrow to think that Mr. Shurtleff 
would distribute important committeeships 
to democratic statesmen, and they ask each 
other whither they are drifting.

Shurtleff Holding Trump Cards. 
Necessarily Mr. Hopkins’ hope is based on 
the supposition that the members of the 
Band of Hope who have not voted for 
him thus far propose to vote for him this 
week. If he gets within anything like reach- 
ing distance of the senatorship it will be by 
means of these votes. 

The Shurtleff organization has a number of 
cards which can be used in the event Mr. 
Hopkins’ play becomes dangerous. If it be- 
comes apparent that the ex-junior senator 
expects to win because of absentees who, by 
being absent, would reduce the total re- 
quired to produce a majority of those present 
and voting, it is possible for the men who 
hold the two gavels at the joint session to 
break a quorum and adjourn the session.

The opposition also has men tucked away in 
the Hopkins camp who never have voted for 
any one else than the ex-junior senator thus 
far, but who ean be pulled gut of the Hop- 
kins ranks if it should be necessary. 

Even if Mr. Hopkins had the necessary 
vote pledged, the opposition would not be 
helpless by any means, and it indicates that 
he has made considérable progress in the last 
week even to get the opposition leaders wor- 
ried as they are tonight. As a last card, not 
to be used except in extreme emergency, they 
have the governorship contest. 


Two Reports on Contest. 

Two reports will be made to the legisla- 
ture in the morning from the joint committee 
which is supposed to have been considering 
the merits of the charges brought in the 
name of Adlal E. Stevenson against Charles 
S. Deneen, questioning the legality of his 
election as governor. “ 

One has been drawn by ex-State Senator 
Orville F. Berry, attorney for Mr. Deneen, 
and will be presented by the Republican 
members of the committee. It will recom- 
mend the dropping of all further contest 
proceedings. Thé other has been drawn by 
the attorneys for Mr. Stevenson and will 
recommend the opening of the ballot boxes 
and a recount of the ballots. It will be pre- 
sented by the Democratic members of the 
‘committee. 

The committee is scheduled to meet at 9 
o’clock tomorrow morning before the morn- 
ing session of the house and senate and to 
adopt its report then. If the members of the 
Shurtleff organization in the house agree 
with the report to be handed in by the Re- 
publican majority of the committee, that wil! 
settle the contest question and will remove 
even the slight cloud on Gov. Deneen’s title 
which the contest proceedings have created. 
If they do not support the Republican end of 
the committee, but join with the Democrats 
again in demanding a recount of the ballots, 
that will throw the question wide open again 
and keep it alive indefinitely. 


Force Deneen Into Senatorship? 

It has been a passing theory in the legis- 
lature that Mr. Deneen might be driven 
into the United States senate; might be 
forced to accept the election if he could be 
badly enoug scared by the contest pro- 
ceedings and could be brought to feel that 
his position was in danger if he continued 
in the governorship. 

This kind of a game is not one which the 
house organization likes to play, but if it 
felt that its opposition to Mr. Hopkins would 
be strengthened by a continuance of the 
contest proceedings it probably would choose 
to play with the Democrats for a while 
longer at least and would vote to continue 
the slight degree of governorship uncer- 
tainty which has prevailed thus far. 


LA FOLLETTE’S BOOM AIDED. 


Wisconsin Investigation Witness Says 
Stephenson Gave $1,000 Check to 
Senior Senator’s Cause. 


Madison, Wis., March 16.—[{Special. ]—Dep- 
uty State Insurance Commissioner H. L. 
Ekern, secretary of the La Follette presi- 
dential committee last year, testified before 
the senatorial investigation committee today 
that he received a $1,000 check from Senator 
Isaac Stephenson as a contribution toward 
La Follette’s campaign for the presidential 
nomination. He said the money was turned 
into a general fund centributed by friends of 
La Follette for campaign purposes. Mr. 
Ekern said he received §600 from this fund 
for living expenses while engaged in pro- 
moting the La Follette campaign. 

Gen. Charles H. Russell of Madison, clerk 
of the pension division of the state adju- 
tant general's department, testified he dis- 
tributed $550 for Stephenson during the pri- 
mary campaign. Russell was a candidate in 
the same campaign for the 27 
nomination for congress from the Second 
district against Congressman John M. Nel- 
son and used the Marinette millionaire's 
money and his own in promoting the joint 
campaigns. 

The senate has concurred in the assembly 
amendment limiting the investigation to 
April 10. The inquisition will, therefore, end 
on that date. 


WET INTERESTS ARE ALARMED. 


Iowa Liquor Men Much Perturbed by 
Recent Success of Hostile Legisla- 
tion in Upper House. 


Des Moines, la., March 16.—[{Special.]— 
Representatives of brewers and liquor inter- 
ests are much perturbed over the action of 
the senate yesterday, and several prominent 
brewers of the state are in town today to 
discuss the situation. They are especially 
affected by a bill prohibiting brewers from 
operating or being interested in saloon or 
saloon property or going on bonds for Sa- 
loonkeepers, and some of them estimate that 
if this provision is enacted into law it will 
close out 25 per cent of the Saloons in the 
state by next March. However, they declare 
other bills will be equally as effective in clos- 
ing up the saloons. 

The house will now become thé battle- 
ground for the next week or so, although 
the prohibition amendment, which is be- 
fore the senate committee on constitutional] 
amendments, will naturally receive its share 
of attention. 

The anti-saloon people are also active. Pe- 
titlons are pouring in from many parts of 
the state urging the passage ot the resub- 
mission resolution, and a big delegation is 
expected to be present at the hearing on the 
amendment next Thursday.

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Springfield, III, March 16 — [Special. 1 
Declaring personal indifference to his politi- 
cal future, former Lieut Gov. Sherman to- 
night opened his campaign for mayor of 
Springficid with a pledge for law enforce- 
ment 

“I want to be elected, declared Sherman, 
“but I would rather be thrown into the po- 
litical discard than secure my election on any 
platform other than the enforcement of the 
law. If you don't want the statutes and or- 
dinances obeyed don’t clect me 

Sherman's speech pledged him to Sunday 
closing of saloons, separation of the liquor 
business from gambing and the social evil, 
and the suppression of winerooms and pretty 
much everything in the way of law break- 
ing. 


License System on Trial. 


Sherman declared the license system of 
Illinois was on trial. Unless it was demon- 
strated that the saloon could be conducted 
under legal restraint, he said, there would be 
no saloon.

form,” he said with emphasis, but you 
can't afford to beat me. 

Speaking on the question of the Sunday 
saloon, Sherman announced that so long as 
there Was a statute or an ordinance against 
it he was unalterably opposed to it. Then 
he added that there wasn't much prospect 
of changing the statutes. 

He continued: 

“You saloonkeepers are more industrious 
than God Almighty. He rested after six 
days. You never rest. He worked six days. 
You want to work seven. He made man unto 
the image of himself and after that he rested. 
I ask you whether you have not in six days 
time enough to sell all the booze to the human 
beings that have a thirst without wanting to 
run overtime on the holy Sabbath?“ 

Tou should be satisfied without want- 
ing to run overtime on the holy Sab- 
bath. The Sunday closing law is not only 
the law of holy writ, it is not only the law 
of morals, it is the law of human health. 
It is not civil law. It is police regulation. It 
is the law laid down for the health, the peace, 
and the good government of men. 


Seeks No Intimidation. 


“You ought to observe it. Every man 
ought to observe it, and you are about the 
only occupation I know of who refuse to 
obey it. I am not saying this that I may 
incur your opposition at the polls. There is 
not one of you who can answer why in morals 
or in law either you ought to do 80 upon this 
ground. If you vote against me because I 
called upon you as saloonkeepers to obey the 
law I shall object to it. If I am elected mayor 
it will be because the law abiding people of 
Springfield vote me in and you out. Upon 
that issue I am content to go either to de- 
feat or to my election. 

I have no means of intimidating you nor 
do I care to do so. I own no buildings here 
in which you are conducting your occupation 
as saloonkeeper. I cannot make you move 
as my tenant if you don’t deliver your vote in 
accordance with my wishes. I am appealing 
to your sense of morals and manhood. I am 
appealing to your sense of a better Spring- 
field. I am appealing to your loyalty to the 
laws of this state and the ordinance of this 
city.”

MAKES COPY MORE HUMAN. 


Essential Feature of Advertising Is 
Highest Ability as Salesman. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 16.—[Special.] 
—Opportunities and duties of the advertising 
business formed the subject of an address 
delivered to the Grand Rapids Advertisers’ 
ud tonight by C. C. Hopkins of Chicago. 
Mr. Hopkins is one of the foremost advertis- 
ing men in the country and is connécted with 
Lord & Thomas. The occasion was a club 
dinner, at which President L. C. Covell pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Hopkins told his audience some stories 
of advertising writers and their rise from 
obscurity to salaries of $500 or $1,000 a week 
and upward that sounded like taies from 
fairyland—but he vouched for their truth 
and said the only gauge of good advertising 
copy was its power to sell goods. 

These high priced men, said Mr. Hop- 
kins, **‘ simply sell the goods. 

My. own invariable rule,“ continued the 
speaker, is to first sell to myself. I never 
advertise anything, small or large, until I 
have convinced myself or my family that 
the article is one that we need. Human na- 
ture, at the basis, is much alike. So when I 
have learned that which sells to mei have 
learned how to sell to others. 


What He Learned of Irrigation. 

Sometimes this principle is hard to apply. 
A few days ago I was called on to sell irri- 
gated land. Also the enormous bond issues 
which irrigating projects make necessary. 
I went to Colorado and personally inspected 
more than 100,000 acres of land. I inter- 
viewed farmers as to the crops that they 
raised on it. I interviewed bankers as to 
what they would loan on it. 

I went to the mountains to see the water 
supply. I walked through miles of irrigat- 
ing ditches. - I went over the dams with com- 
petent engineers. I ate with construction 
gangs Before 1 came back 1 had spent 
$20,000 for irrigated land and bonds. Now 
[ know that a man is wronging himself who 
knows the facts that I know and who doesn’t 
do what I did. And I am going to convince 
some tens of thousands of it. 

Let me illustrate the difierence between 
the commonplacé and effective by a story 
pertaining to retail advertising. 

“One June a certain clothing concern 
found itself in a hole. The spring had been 
backward, their stocks were heavy, their 
pills overdue. They were face to face with 
bankruptcy. In this emergency they sent for 
a famous ad writer. He told them that the 
only way to get rid of that stock was to teil 
the people the truth. Tell them what you 
owe and that you are bankrupt unless you 
can raise that money. 

Afraid to Tell the Truth. 


„The firm refused this method. It would 
be suicide, they said, to let their creditors 
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sale in the old pusillanimous way. Great 
June sale of clothing: prices cut 40 per cent.’ 
It was the old cry of wolf, and the public 
did not respond to it. 

“In sheer desperation they sent for this 
ad writer again and told him to go ahead. 
The next week their ads read: * Weare face 
to face with bankruptcy. We owe $642,291, 
of which $563,181.42 is overdue. Thesé are 
our creditors, and these the amounts that we 
owe them. These are the prices we made on 
our clothing to lose part instead of all. If 
you come in crowds tomorrow, our creditors 
will wait. If you don't, they will close our 
doors before night. For this ad will tell 
them, for the first time, our exact condition.’ 

„The crowds did come, and the firm was 
saved. 

These advertising clubs, of which this is 
one of the greatest, have been important 
factors in the improvement of advertising. 
You have asked experienced men to address 
you. And you have found that these men all 
agree on essentials. The object of advertising 
is to sell goods, and the best writer of ads is 
the man who sells most of them.“

Will Railroads Have to Come 
Across Before Square Ordi- 
nance Is Passed ?”’

Those are the instructions of President J. 
T. Harahan of the Illinois Central to John G. 
Drennan, district attorney of the road. Mr. 
Drennan says he is carrying out instructions 
to the letter. The measure has twice failed 
to get through the council; the first time it 
lacked one vote of getting a majority and 
Monday night it lacked five votes. 

Mr. Drennan revealed the final instructions 
of President Harahan yesterday and then 
elaborated on the subject a little. 

We are proposing to find out for the rail- 
road companies of this country as well as 
capitalists whether or not they can get a 
square deal in the city council or whether 
they will have to come across’ before they 
can get a legitimate ordinance through,” he 
said. ‘“ That's the main point of this whole 
thing. The Illinois Central isn't going to 
spend a dollar to get this ordinance passed, 
and if it doesn't go through it matters not 
much to us. 

Says Measure Gives Square Deal. 

“We've got a good property, and it will 
grow more valuable as time goes on. We 
own the right of way, and, after a while, if 
this. ordinance isn’t passed, those 7,000 peo- 
ple out in Hegewisch who have only two 
trains a day to the city now and have to pay 
35 cents to get here at that, will rise up and 
howl. We believe that this proposed ordi- 
nance gives the city a square deal, for we 
offer to bring people from Hegewisch to 
Chicago on a commutation ticket for 15 
cents, and we don’t ask to close up a street 
that is worth anything. Why, practically 
every street they've got out there that is 
passable was given them dy the Illinois Cen- 
tral. 

J have just enough faith in that council 
to believe that we can get this franchise; in 
fact, I can count up thirty-seven votes in 
our favor, and it is only a question of getting 
them all out to pass the ordinance. I think 
we'll get it through at the next try, but if 
we don’t, we'll try again until we have a 


showdown, and the world will know thatthe 


corporations can’t get what they are right- 
fully entitled to without seeing some- 
body.“ 

Aldermen Comment on Proposition. 


‘rhe Abbreviation K and E was fre- 
quently heard around the committee rooms 
of the city council during the day. 

“1 voted against the ordinance and I 
might nave voted for it,“ said Ald. Burns,

| Judge Kavanagh Tells Why 
Changes in Judicial Pro- 
cedure Are Needed.

THREE BILLS APPROVED. 


Chief Object Is to Make Mistrials 
Through Technicalities 
Less Frequent. 


Following a formal meeting of the judges 
of the Superior court, at which the three 
ed amendments to the practice act 
which are urged to expedite the disposition 
of case’ in the state courts were approved, 
Judge Marcus Kavanagh last night furnished 
THe TRIBUNE with an exhaustive statement 
telling why reform is imperative. : 

The judges of the Superior court decided to 
invite the judges of the Circuit court to set 
a date for a joint meeting of the judges of 
both courts, at which the points set forth by 
Judge Kavanagh will be discussed prepara- 
tory to sending bills embodying reforms to 
the legislature at Springfield.

BENEFITS TO BE DERIVED. 
BY JUDGE MARCUS KAVANAGH, 

The three propositions which have been 
submitted to the judges ef the Superior 
court and which they have approved are 
governed by one central idea—the cur- 
tailment, so far as possible, of the power 
of the mere technicality to work injustice. 
There is no purpose in this suggestion to 
improve the general form of procedure. 

The first proposition goes to the reform of 
triminal law, giving to the state the power 
to amend, an indictment. As the law now 
stands. if a man te indicted for stealing 
$1,000 lawful money he is entitled to go 
free, even though the actual theft be proven, 
because the indictment should have charged 


United States, for, as the Supreme court 
gsagely observes, the money might have been 
Mexican money. : 

There is not one chance in a million, of 
course, that the prosecutor was wandering 
about with $1,000 of Mexican money in his 
pockets, still it is quite true that such a 
thing could have happened and the defend- 
ant should be notified in the indictment of 
what was intended to be charged against 


him. 
Loopholes in Technicalities. | 
So, also, if one be indicted for unlawfully 
harboring a female for improper purposes 
at a place known as 200 avenue and 
the proof shows that it happened at 300 
avenue the mistake works an acquittal. If 
a n be charged with stealing a silver 
watch and it appears on the trial that the 
watch stolen was a gold watch, or if a per- 


with a club when as a matter of fact he 
took her life with a knife, then in either

My suggestion simply permits the state 
to amend the indictment without having re- 
course to another grand jury, and at the 
same time allows the defendant any ad- 
ditional time he may need to prepare his 
evidence to meet the change in the charge, 

Humorous as the mere statement of the 
law may appear, yet day by day red handed 
criminals are being set free in this state 
when the evidence clearly establishes their 
guilt, and for no other reason than that some 
variance comes between the indictment-and 
the proof. 

The law in this regard was amended in 
England in. 1851, and a commission appoint- 
ed to amend our own system of laws recom- 
mended this same amendment to a past 
legislature, which recommendation failed. 


Errors by Courts. 

The next suggestion is to the effect that 
no new trial shall be granted for any error 
committed by the court either in the admis- 
sion of evidence or in the instructions to 
the jury unless it shall affirmatively appear 
that this error caused or influenced a mis- 
carriage of justice. The converse of that 
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Proposition ie now the law in Illinois. If 
any mistake during a trial is made in this 
regard, ag the law today a new 
trial must de granted unless it affirmatively 
appears that no harm was done. 

Any one of a hundred kinds of errors 
may have this unfortunate result. For ex- 
ample: It often happens that during the 
trial a question by one of the attorneys is 
asked the witness. adversary says, “I 
object.” The judge deems the question 
proper, or, at most, harmless; he ovérrules 
the objection and the witness answers. In 
the final consideration of that case it may 
well happen that the answer, as given, is 
utterly forgotten and that it had no influence 
whatever on the judgment. But months 
after the trial, when the defeated attorney 
is reading over the typewritten report ot 
what happened. he is surprised to come on 
that question and answer. It is recognized 
as ‘reversible error.’ The error is by him 
called to the attention of the upper court 
on appeal. After a long time of waiting, 
during which the witnesses may have died 
or wandered gway, the judgment, which 
was quite just in the first instance, is re- 
versed and a new trial is ordered. 

This experience may de repeated and 
sometimes is repeated again and again in 
the same case for errors which presumptive- 
ly created’ prejadice, but which in reality 
had no effect at all on the final result. 


One Fair Trial Enough. 


The amendment I suggest proceeds on the 
theory that every man who has a serious 
controversy with his neighbor is entitled 
to one trial of that controversy at the public 
expense, but that one fair trial by an im- 
‘partial tribunal ie all any citizen is entitled 
to, unless it shall affirmatively appear that 
there has been some error or misadventure in 
the first trial which caused a miscarriage of 
justice. ‘ — 194 ‘ 

The American Bar association advised the 
passage of a law of this kind. 

The other, suggestion whieh I make refers 
to the important subject of instructions to 
the jury. It is a popular impression that on 
the close of the trial the judge turns to the 
jury and reads for that body a clear, im- 
partial instruction informing them of the 
law. That,-indeed, is the theory, but it may 
‘confidently be asserted that this sort of 
thing, under our present system, seldom or 
never happens. 

The instructions are rarely written by the 
Judge at all, but are prepared by the lawyers, 
each attorney in this respect striving to 
have the law stated as favorably to his own 
side as possible. Impartiality ts the last 
thing sought for by him. The instructions, 


when written, are handed up to the court. 


If they contain a correct statement of the 
law, no mattér how unfairly couched, it must 
be given; if refused the refusal might easily 
constitute “‘ reversible error,“ 

It the instruction asked diverges by a 
hair’s breadth it must be refused, otherwise 
the case will be reversed, in which event all 
the expense and trouble incurred by the liti- 
gants have been in vain. 


Extreme Caution Required. 


So microscopic are the upper courts in 
their search for errors in instructions that the 
best lawyers in the state, rather than risk an 
error, will not ask any instructions in a case 
where they have a clear preponderance of the 
evidence. A late chief justice of the Supreme 
court, before his elevation to that bench, 


for this reason made it a practice never to 
| ask instructions in any kind of case. Such 


caution is required in these instructions that 
they are in nearly every instance so stilted 
and technical in verbiage as to convey little 
real information to the layman as to the 
law actually applicable to the case. 

The upper courts must not be blamed for 
this condition of affairs; they simply follow 
the law as they have sworn to do—the law as 
they find it—and it will require legislative 
enactment to change this condition. The 
purpose of amendment in this regard is to 
permit the judge in every cause to clearly 
and fully Inform the jury as to the law. If 
he makes an erroneous statement, if he leaves 
out anything by mischance, or makes any 
immaterial divergence, attention can be 
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to

Sees Far Reaching Result. 

Too often justice delayed is justice denied. 

Though few and simple, if these changes were 
effected the result would be far-reaching. 
They will sweep away the great barrier of 
mere technicality which so often impedes the 
administration of justice and substitute in- 
stead of this obstruction methods which will 
be practical and in harmony with modern 
business notions. 
It would seem that there should be no oppo- 
sition to any effort so plain in its purpose, so 
desirable in its results. Asa matter of fact, 
it will evoke a storm of opposition and will 
not become the law unless it is backed by 
the active support of the entire community. 
The promotion of justice and the saving of 
time and money resulting from their adoption 
will, I think, be incalculable.

CITY'S SHARE CUT 


Reduction Due to Addition to 
Capital Account of Rail- 
way Company. 


ANNUAL MEETING HELD. 


President T. E. Mitten Reports 
54.12 Miles of Track Recon- 
structed During Year. 


Although gross earnings of the Chicago 
City Railway company for the /thirteen 
months ended Jan. 31, 1900, were greater by 
$1,159,101; or 20.3 per cent, than for the eleven 
months ended Dec. 31, 1907, the city’s 50 per 
cent of the divisible net profits was less for 
the thirteen months than for the eleven 
months. 

The city’s share for the latter was S, 882 
and for the thirteen months it was $564,450, 
a decrease of $58,882. This was due to the 
operations incident to the increase in the cap- 
ital account of the company. 

According to the terms of the ordinance the 
company gets 10 per cent contractors’ profits 
for rehabilitation and construction and 5 per 
cent brokerage for raising the necessary 
funds. This money is raised by seiling the 
company’s bonds. But it works out that for 
every $85 actually expended the company 
gets a credit of $100, and on this extra $15 
the company receives interest out of earnings 
at the rate of 5 per cent, the expenditures 
being credited to capital account and consid- 
ered a part of the company’s investment. 

The City Railway company began with a 


000,000. On Dec. 81, 1907, it had increased to 
$28,168,980, while on Jan. 31 it was $36,500,000. 
Before there can be any division of profits 
with the city 5 per cent on this item must be 
deducted from what remains of a fixed ratio 
of operating expenses—70 per cent. 


Railway Company Gains. 

Although the earnings divisible after de- 
duction of operating expenses and 5 per 
cent on the investment reduced the amount 
of the proportion going to the City railway 
company, as well as to the city, still the 
railway company was a winner, for it was 
the increased deduction on its behalf on 
account of capital account that reduced the 
divisible earnings. 

The net result was that while its 45 per 
cent of net earnings was $461,830 for thir- 
teen months, as against $518,500 for eleven 
months, its allowance on account of capital 
account increased $1,759,222. 

But from this there was deducted $849,739 
interest on the company's outstanding bonds, 
resulting in the company’s final net gain 
in profits being $83,185 for the thirteen 
months ended Jan. 31 over the eleven months 
ended Dec. 31, 1907. 

The earnings applicable to the $18,000,000 
capital stock of the company were equal to 
11.11 per cent. The dividend rate is 9 per 
cent. 

It is to be noted that after the period of 
rehabilitation and reconstruction the in- 
crease in capital account will necessarily 
be greatly minimized. 

On Jan. 31, 1909, the total amount of 5 
per cent bonds outstanding was $20,000,000, 
On March 15, however, the outstanding issue 


was $22,000,000. The company has in its

There will be peace of mind for several hun- 
dred teachers today, where last week was 
fear that the proposed new charter would 
repeal the state law hy which the interest 
on deposits of the board of education with the 
city treasurer is assigned to the teachers’ 
pension fund. 

The charter convention entirely forgot to 
make any provision to carry out the pension 
law. Before it was learned that the slip was 
unintentional, a circular was sent out by 
the Chicago Teachers’ federation calling on 
the teachers to fight the charter unless pro- 
vision was made to carry out the present law. 


Then the matter was taken up with the 


convention by Attorney I. T. Greenacré. 
The convention promised to insert a provis- 
ion, but the change of program from a new 
charter to the presentation of separate bills 
cleared the situation. Yesterday a second 
circular was sent out to the teachers inform- 
ing them of the change, and that the present 
law will stand. 

Just what the law means to the teachers 
is shown from the fact that $27.000, interest 
on moneys of the school board for twenty 
months, was assigned to the pension fund on 
Jan. 1. The money had been t up by in- 
junction issued by Judge Mack June 1, 1907.
